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As  regards  the  Public  Health  of  the  District  for  the  past  5 
years,  progress  has  been  made. 

The  County  Council  have  appointed  a  Nurse  to  visit  the  Mothers 
and  Children,  concerning  Child  Welfare.  These  visits  are  made 
periodically  and  are  carried  out  with  great  benefit  to  the  Mother 
and  Infant  and  give  much  satisfaction. 

A  Clinic  has  been  established  the  last  year  or  so  and  a  County 
M.  0.  attends  every  other  Wednesday  the  Clinic  being  opened  weekly 
with  a  Nurse  in  attendance.  This  proccedure  has  proved  very  popular 
and  the  advice  given  has  been  much  appreciated. 

Our  natural  conditions  give  us  the  finest  outlet  for  the 
Borough  of  Wigan  as  we  are  on  the  main  road  to  the  North  including 
the  Lake  District  and  on  the  North-West  we  are  on  the  direct  route 
to  Southport,  Lytham,  St.  Annes,  Blackpool  and  Morecambe,  Our 
rural  areas  are  much  appreciated  by  the  public  of  Wigan  and 
surrounding  districts  as  their  population  are  soon  brought  out  by 
means  of  the  Wigan  Corporation  Cars  who  have  a  Terminus  at  Standish* 

Standi sh  is  situated  about  400  feet  above  the  Sea  Level,  the 
soil  consisting  mostlj’’  of  clay  and  sand. 

Our  male  population  are  chiefly  employed  in  the  Coal  mines, 
the  female  portion  finding  work  on  the  Pit  brow  and  in  Cotton 
Mills.  There  is  a  branch  of  the  Bradford  Dyers  Association  in 
Haigh  which  also  gives  good  employment  to  many  of  the  Male  and 
Femetle  Operatives.  The  outskirts  of  the  Township  are  chiefly 
given  over  to  Farming. 

The  Boars  Head  portion  of  the  Township  is  now  linked  up  to 
Standi sh  Village  by  means  of  attractive  groups  of  Villas  and 
Bimgalows  and  these  have  Improved  the  approach  to  the  town 
considerably. 

The  value  of  the  open  air  life  of  the  girls  at  the  Pit  brow 
and  on  farms  is  well  exemplified  in  their  finer  physique  and 
freedom  from  disease  as  compared  with  those  employed  in  Cotton 

Mills. 

There  has  been  very  little  infectious  disease  compared  with 
the  previous  5  years.  Enteric  Fever,  which  was  quite  endemic  over 
5  years  ago  is  now  noticeable  nearly  by  its  absence,  though  in 
1924  we  had  six  cases.  All  these  wore  of  a  mild  type.  The  Standish 
Council  make  arrangements  with  the  Wigan  Corporation  to  take  those 
cases  into  their  Sanator-ium  at  Whelley.  Scarlet  Fever  has  not  been 
very  prevalent,  the  same  may  be  also  said  of  Measles.  Pneumonia  has 
been  fairly  prevalent,  this  being  due  to  two  epidemics  of  Influenza. 

Tuberculosis  treatment  is  undertaken  by  the  County  Medical 
Officers,  a  dispensary  for  their  purpose  being  located  in  Wigan. 

All  suitable  cases  are  removed  to  the  Sanatoria 

Venereal  Disease  is  treated  at  the  Wigan  Infirmary  at  a  Special 
Clinic,  the  work  being  done  so  well  that  it  is  quite  the  exception 
nowadays  to  treat  these  cases  in  private  practice.

BIRTHS . 


From  the  Statistical  Summary  it  will  he  seen  that  the  hirths 
show  an  increase  of  9  compared  with  a  decrease  of  11  last  year. 

The  females  gave  an  increase  of  12  while  the  males  decreased  3. 

The  natural  increase  of  hirths  over  deaths  is  56  compared 
with  37  for  the  previous  year. 

There  were  3  illegitimate  hirths  all  females  compared  with  2 
males  and  5  females  for  last  year. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  our  hirth  rate  19.8  is  higher 
than  that  of  England  and  V/alos  which  was  18.3. 

DBATHS . 

Ten  less  deaths  occurred  than  in  the  previous  year,  the  males 
accounting  for  8  and  the  females  2,  lowering  the  rate  from  14.1  to 
12.6  and  I  a.m  pleased  to  say  compares  very  favourably  with  that 
of  England  and  Wales  which  is  12.2  seeing  that  we  are  essentially 
an  industrial  area. 

Thirteen  deaths  occurred  in  residents  outside  the  district 
being  an  increase  of  1  over  the  previous  year.

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Nine  of  the  deaths  were  uncertified 
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Of  the  93  deaths  recorded  16  were  due  to  Pneumonia^  against 
34  last  year.  Influenza  was  responsible  for  7  being  5  less  than 
in  the  previous  year. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  there  were  2  deaths  less  from 
Canoer  than  in  1924. 

INFANTILE  DEATHS. 

Fifteen  deaths  were  registered  under  one  year,  a  decrease  of 
two  over  the  p)revious  year,  the  rates  per  1,000  births  being  97 
compared  with  117  for  1924. 

It  Is  pleasing  to  note  that  our  Infantile  death  rate  shows  a 
considerable  decrease  from  last  year,  although  it  is  again  higher 
than  England  and  Wales  which  Is  75. 

✓ 

The  rates  for  Infantile  deaths  for  the  past  5  years  will  be 
found  in  Sumraar-y  report.  I  fear  our  Infantile  Death  Rate  may 
always  be  a  fairly  high  one,  seeing  that  many  of  our  mothers 
perform  -^.rdous  work  well  into  the  later  months  of  pregnancy,  thus 
causing  Premature  r-ths  and  Congenital  Debility  of  their  infants. 

The  causes  of  death  were  as  follows 

Prematura  Sirth  5,  rneumonia  5,  Congenital  Debility  2, 
Bronchitis,  Gastritis,  and  Stelectasis  1  each. 

ZYMOTIC  DISEASES  AliD  DEATHS. 

109  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  notified  during  the  year, 
compared  with  149  for  1924,  and  wre  as  follows 

Pneumonia  and  Tnfluenz‘^1  Pneumonia  80,  Tuberculosis  7,  Other 
forms  of  Tuber-culosis  10,  Scarlet  Fever  4,  Erysipelas  4,  Enteric 
Fever  2,  and  Encephalitis  Lethargicci  2. 

It  is  pleasing  to  observe  that  the  Township  was  free 

from  Diphtheria  and  Membranous  Croup,  and  that  it  is  25  years 
since  the  Township  had  its* freedom  from  these  diseases. 

The  deaths  from  infectious  diseases  nLimbered  25,  being  a 
decrease  of  20,  compared  with  45  for  last  year,  and  were  as 
follows 

Pneumonia  16,  Tuberculosis  of  the  Respiratory  System  1, 
Non-Pulmonary  6,  and  Encephalitis  Lethargica  2. 

The  Zymotic  death  rate  excluding  Tuberculosis  is  nil,  compared 
with  0.39  for  last  year. 

SMALL  POX. 

I  am  once  again  pleased  to  pla,ce  on  record  that  no  outbreak 
of  this  terrible  disease  occurred  in  the  Township.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  GENERALLY. 

Note. — The  Ministry  of  Health  state  the  prevalence  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases  during  the  period  since  1920 
should  be  reviewed,  and  noteworthy  facts  as  to  the  source  or  spread  of  infection  should  be  recorded. 

If  it  had  not  been  for  Pneumonia  being  a  notifiable  disease,  there  was  little  infectious  illness  during  the 
past  5  years.  1923  &  1924  accounted  for  48  &  113  cases  of  this  disease  being  notified,  it  was  influenzal  in 
character.  15  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  occurred  in  1921.  In  1924  there  were  6  cases  of  Enteric.  These  were 
of  a  mild  character  and  of  the  paratyphoid  type.

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I  readily  admit  that  the  number  of  vaccinations  performed, 
compared  with  the  number  of  births  registered,  is  very  small 
indeed,  and  I  can  only  again  express  my  opinion  that  exemptions 
are  far  too  easily  obtained,  and  that  parents  are  only  too 
pleased  to  avail  themselves  of  this  easy  method  of  obtaining 
exemption,  although  we  have  again  had  several  outbreaks  of  small¬ 
pox  in  various  parts  of  the  Country. 

TUBERCULOSIS  OF  RESPIRATORY  SYSTEM. 

I  am  pleased  to  record  that  only  1  death  took  place  under  thi 
heading,  compared  with  5  for  1924,  reducing  the  rate  from  0.65  to 
0.12. 

SCHOOL  CLOSING. 

No  outbreak  of  any  infectious  disease  having  occurred  among 
children  attending  school,  it  was  not  found  necessary  to  adopt 
any  closing. 

The  Sanitary  conditions  and  water  supply  of  all  the  schools 
in  the  township  are  quite  satisfactory. 

Whenever  an  outbreak  of  infectious  disease  occurs  among 
children  attending  school,  closing  of  the  whole  or  part  of  the 
school  is  adopted  according  to  how  the  scholars  are  affected. 
Immediately  I  consider  it  advisable  to  do  so. 

WATSR  SUPPLY. 

We  still  obtain  our  water  from  the  Liverpool  Corporation 
Reservoirs  at  Rivington  which  is  of  excellent  quality  and 
sufficiency  and  the  supply  has  been  constant  throughout  the  year. 

DRAINAGE,  SEWAGE,  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

All  these  are  fully  dealt  with  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
and  I  find  everything  has  been  well  done  and  to  my  entire 
satisfaction. 

SCAVENGING. 

This  continues  to  be  well  carried  out  partly  by  contract,  and 
partly  by  the  Council,  and  by  these  means  the  removal  and  disposal 
of  house  refuse  and  cleaning  of  privies  and  ashpits  are  performed 
with  efficiency  and  to  my  general  satisfaction. 

CLOSET  ACCOMODATION. 

The  Council  still  continues  to  supply  all  new  property  with 
Water  Closets.  The  privy  system  is  still  mainly  used,  and  the 
emptying  of  same  is  carried  out  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 
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FACTORIES,  WORKSHOPS,  AND  BAKEHOUSES. 

These  are  still  kept  in  a  good  and  satisfactory  condition. 
There  were  only  three  Nuisances  found,  through  want  of  cleanliness, 
and  all  were  at  once  remedied.  No  prosecutions  were  instituted. 

DAIRIES  AND  COWSHEDS. 

These  are  kept  clean  and  lime -washed.  Many  of  the  Cowsheds 
are  of  a  primitive  type  and  structural  alterations  are  required 
as  regards  light  and  ventilation.  Two  licenses  have  "been  granted 
for  Retail  Distribution  of  "Pasteurised  Milk". 

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 

These  continue  to  be  in  good  order,  clean  and  well  kept.  With 
the  new  Meat  Inspection  Order  in  force,  a  closer  supervision  is 
kept,  and  all  cattle,  pigs,  etc.,  slaughtered,  are  notified  to 
the  Sanitary  Inspector.  No  seizing  of  meat  unfit  for  human 
consumption  was  found  necessary,  only  organs  have  been  destroyed. 

LODGING  HOUSES. 

There  are  no  registered  common  lodging  houses  in  the  township. 
HOUSING. 

Thirty  one  new  houses  have  been  completed  during  the  year, 
and  all  by  private  enterprise,  E6  were  State  assisted.  The 
average  number  of  new  houses  erected  during  the  last  5  years  is 
28,  which  includes  57  erected  by  the  Council.  This  has  been 
the  best  year  for  private  enterprise  since  the  War. 

Building  is  still  going  on,  and  I  hope  next  year  to  be  able 
to  report  that  £t,n  increased  number  of  new  houses  have  been  erected. 
May  I  again  venture  to  suggest  to  Property  Owners,  the  necessity 
of  putting  into  repair  the  houses  owned  by  them.  In  many  cases 
this  responsibility  on  their  part  is  long  overdue.

I  beg  to  lay  before  you  my  report  for  the  12  months  ended 
Slst  December,  1925:- 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

The  following  causes  were  reported  to  me:- 
Scarlet  Fever  4,  Enteric  Fever  2,  Diphtheria  none,  Tuberculosis 
7,  Other  forms  of  Tuberculosis  10.  Excepting  Tuberculosis,  none 
were  in  the  South  Ward. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

The  number  is  the  same  as  for  the  previous  year.  During  the 
last  five  years,  the  average  number  of  cases  has  been  7.4  per  year 
compared  with  a  pre-war  average  of  32,8.  Three  of  the  patients 
were  of  school  age,  the  other  being  older.  One  case  occurred  in 
each  quarter  of  the  year. 

ENTERIC  FEVER. 

"'he  re t rogress ion  of  the  previous  year  has  been  checked, 
the  year  1"J25  having  only  one  Lhird  of  the  number  recorded  in 
1924,  The  overage  for  the  last  five  years  is  only  2.2,  and  thus 
compax-es  very  favourably  with  the  pre-war  average  of  10  cases. 

Both  patients  were  removed  to  the  Hospital,  one  in  the  month  of 
March,  the  other  in  September.  i!o  definite  cause  was  found  in 
either  case. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

This  is  the  first  time  during  the  last  twenty  five  years  to 
be  entirely  free  from  Diphtheria  and  Membranous  Croup,  The 
average  for  the  last  five  years  is  3,4  per  year,  and  compares 
favourably  with  a  pre-war  average  of  7.26  per  year. 

SEWERAGE . 

The  only  extension  to  the  main  sewers  by  the  Council  was  in 
Pepper  Lane,  for  a  distance  of  780  lln.  yds.  of  9  inch  dia.  pipes. 
This  work  was  begun  in  November  as  an  unemployment  relief  scheme. 

There  have  not  been  any  serious  blockages  in  any  of  the 
four  sewerage  systems  in  the  district.

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

The  RlLlDle  Joint  Committee’s  Inspector  took  eight  samples 
of  effluent  from  the  three  farms  as  follows 

Fairhurst  Houae  6,  Chorley  Road  Works  1,  Langtree  1.  Five  were 
found  "Good",  two  ¥7er''  found  "Pair”,  and  one  was  "Bad".  The 
average  Alhurainoid  Ammonia  was  .09  parts  per  100,000  —  classifi¬ 
cation  "Good".  A  sample  from  the  Chorley  Road  Works  in  September 
was  placed  No.  1  on  the  list. 

SCAVENGING. 

There  has  not  been  any  change  during  the  year  in  spite  of 
some  keen  competition  fo'*  '"'■'^^ly  one  small  part  of  the 

district  was  not  tendered  foi*,  and  subsequently  has  been  done  by 
"Day  Woi-k".  The  Contracts  ar-e  held  by  farmers  who  use  horses  and 
carts.  The  refuse  is  tipped  on  land  for  the  purpose  of  filling 
holes  and  levelling.  Some  of  these  tipping  places  are  provided  by 
the  Council. 

FACTORIES,  WORKSHOPS,  BAKEHOUSES. 

These  have  been  visited  as  usual.  All  requests  for  repairs, 
or  cleansing,  have  been  carried  out. 

DAIRIES  AND  COWSHEDS. 

On  inspection,  a  good  standard  of  cleanliness  was  found.  Two 
licenses  have  been  issued  for  the  Retail  Distribution  of 
"Pasteurised"  Milk. 

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 

Weekly  visits  were  paid  for  the  purpose  of  examining  carcases 
and  in  addition  several  special  notifications  were  received.  No 
bad  cases  were  found,  and  only  organs  have  been  destroyed  by 
request.  The  pr-emis^s  have  been  kept  in  good  repair. 

NEW  BUILDINGS. 

Thirty-on^^  new  houses  have  been  completed,  all  by  private 
enterpris'-^ .  Twenty-six  of  these  are  State  assisted.  During  the 
last  f  ■  V  ■*  y-'urs  (which  includes  the  erection  of  the  57  Council 
Houses)  tire  average  numb^^r  of  new  houses  per  year  is  28.  The 
year  under  review  is  the  best  for  private  enterprise  since  the 
war.  No  other  impor'tant  buildings  have  been  erected. 

NUISANCES . 

Fifty-one  were  found  and  are  now  abated.  Twelve  houses 
have  been  disinfected.
